2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Document 1: JP, 2002-3462, A (Kyowa Yuka Co., Ltd.), 9 January, 2002 (09.01.02) 
(Document 1 is cited in the ISR.) 

Document 1 (the claims, [0018]) describes (1) a method for producing a lysine ester triisocyanate, 
comprising the steps of (a) bringing the lysine ester triisocyanate mixture obtained by letting the corresponding 
triamine or any of its salts and phosgene react with each other, into contact with active carbon, and (b) further 
distilling it, and (2) that it is preferred that the temperature of the contact with active carbon is from 50 to 
150°C. The document does not specifically describe that the contact is made at a temperature in a range from 10 1 
to 40°C, unlike the invention of the present application. However, since the said contact temperature range is a 
preferred temperature range, it is considered that the document also suggests the contact in a temperature range 
from 10 to 40°C. It is considered that the lysine ester triisocyanate obtained by the contact with active carbon in | 
the temperature range from 10 to 40°C has the predetermined hue of the present application. 
So, the subject matters of claims 1-7 do not appear to involve an inventive step. 

Meanwhile, since Comparative Example 2 in the specification of the present application includes a step 
of bringing into contact with active carbon and zinc chloride simultaneously, it is not considered that the 
invention of the present application exhibits an advantageous effect in reference to Comparative Example 2. 
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
